The East Liverpool - Chester 


Bridge will become toll free 
June 15, the State Bridge Com- 
mission said today at Columbus 


The last hurdle for lifting toll 


on the state-owned 
span was 


cleared at a Bridge Commission 
meeting Thursday in which an 
engineering firm reported tha 
the cost of needed repairs wil 
not exceed the funds already on 
hand. 


But the commission warned that 


freeing of the bridge may bring 
about "a very serious situation." 


It said that the "one remaining 


toll bridge, (the Newell Span), 
which is still privately owned, will 
suffer due to diversion of traffic 
to the free bridge; and its revenues 
may be reduced to the point where, 


• it can not be properly maintained." 


Advised of the action late last 


night, the Chamber of Commerce 
Immediately began laying plans 
for a ceremony to mark the free- 
ing of the span. 


Attorney Francis H. Lang was 


named by Robert H. Hays, Cham- 
ber president, to arrange the cele- 
bration. 


It was the effort of the Cham- 


ber, along with other interested 
East Liverpool citizens, that led 
to the freeing of the bridge in 
long contested negotiations that 
started late in March.

The whole United Nations line 


is moving forward at the beginning 
of the 12th month of the Korean 
war. 
Solid gains of two to six 


miles were punched out yesterday. 


•The 38th Parallel means noth- 


ing to me," said Lieutenant Gen- 
eral James A. Van Fleet, com- 
mander of the U.S. Eighth Army. 
He showed he meant it by crossing 
into Red Korea himself. 


General Van Fleet visited a tank

Observance of Memorial Day as 


a day \o pray for permanent 


peace" has been urged by Presi- 
dent Truman.

ence statement noting that he had 
asked » similar observance last 
year before the Korean conflict 
started.

That proclamation was the re- 


sult of a congressional resolution, 
which in turn grew out of a sug- 
gestion from Carl M. Saunders,| 
editor of the Jackson (Mich.) Citi- 
zen Patriot. 


Mr. Saunders received a Pulitzer 


prize for an editorial urging the 
designation of Memorial Day as a 
day of prayer for peace. 


The text of Mr. Truman's Thurs- 


day statement follows: 


"I want to remind everyone that 


next Wednesday will be Memorial 
Day and that we all have a duty 
on that day to pray for permanent 
peace as well as to honor the 
heroes of past wars. 


"In the proclamation which I is- 


sued on May 23. 1950. pursuant to 
a joint resolution of the Congress, 
I proclaimed each succeeding Me- 
morial Day as a day of prayer 
for permanent peace, and suggest- 
ed 11 o'clock in the morning, east- 
ern daylight saving time, as an 
appropriate time for each Ameri- 
can, according to his own religi- 
ous faith, to beg divine 
aid in 


bringing enduring peace to a trou- 
bled world. 


"I called then and call again 


upon the press, radio, television 
and other media of public infor- 
mation to participate in this ob- 
servance. 


"This proclamation was first is- 


sued before the Communist aggres- 
sion which nude it necessary foi 
the free nations to turn back the 


1 invaders in Korea. With our men. 
and the men of other free nations, 
fighting this Memorial Da> in Ko- 
rea, it is more important than ever 
that we join—every one of us—in 
praying for the peace which is our 
objective."

T IS A very tiny, though typical, bar, La Voliere, at 3 Hue de Buci 
in the Latin Quarter and the barman would like to think that it is 


the only bar In Parlf with a television set. But it isn't. There are a 
lew othen In Montmartre, though you'd hav« to look pretty hard to 
find them.

Still, a television set in a bar, 


so common in America, is to rare 
In Paris that La Voliere is a curi- 
osity indeed. It is an inexpen- 
sive spot, frequented by French- 
men with very little money in 
their pockets and, with a little 
stretching, a man at one end of 
the bar could shake hands with 
one at the other end. When we 
arrived, it was fairly crowded, 
which means perhaps 12 cus- 
tomers. 


Television in France runs from 


9 p. m. until about 11. Just be- 
fore 9, there was a stir of expect- 
ancy. But not for the television. 
The hour of 9 is the hour for din- 
ner. Roughly half the customers 
arose, paid their checks and de- 
parted just two minutes before 
the set was turned on. 


We debated a moment as to 


whether it was the stomach 
the prospect of television which 
drove these people away, and de- 


cided it was a bit of both. The 
French patronize a bar only part- 
ly for drink, chiefly for conver- 
sation. Television is an intrusion 
and It i« my guess that tt will 
never become a part of French 
saloon life. 


—:— 
FINALLY, there arrives on the 


screen a picture, a 12-inch pic- 
ture no better, I should say, and 
no worse than our own. It is a 
girl reading the programs for the 
week, a tedious operation, even 
though she is a very pretty girl 
indeed. 


Before her there reposes a cat 


who sums up the French indif- 
ference to television. He flatly 
refuses to look at the camera. 
The reading of the program final- 
ly bores him so greatly that he 
rises haughtily, stretches and de- 
parts—just like the customers.

Thicken the gravy by adding 1 or 2 tablespoons of flour 
mixed with a little cold water for each cup of liquor left 
in the pan or liquid added to make the gravy.

Scarcity of schoolteachers If caus- 
ing concern among the state's 
superintendents, the Ohio Educa- 
tion Association reports. 


The association — which is 


pumping for legislative action 
on a bill to give teachers more 
money—yesterday reported on a 
survey made of superintendents' 
efforts to find more teachers. 


Their difficulties are caused by 


at least three factors, the O.E.A. 
said. One is that the supply of 
teachers in training continues al 
a low level while grade school 
enrollments soar. 


Another Is that a large number 


of teachers rave resigned, due to 
lagging salaries and higher-pay- 
ing job offers from business, in- 
dustry and government service 


A third reason is that hiring 


both elementary and high school 
teachers "involves stiff competi- 
tion against not only other Ohio 
school systems, but also those in 
Indiana, Michigan, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and New York.
